If trouble be not rage to do this 
can we biame those who pass by the unkempt 
and neglected birds to gaze spell-bound in ad- 
miration at the well-groomed and cared for 
specimens, even though the former may be 
truer to type: .While.on.the subject let it 
be said that large scale poultry exhibiting in 
the open classes is practically a profession in 
itself that calls for ES knowledge and 
skill, and it is a field confined almost ex- 
elusively to purely exhibition types of birds. 
For the owners of such we do not presume to 
dictate, but would offer these suggestions to 
intending exhibitors of utility birds in the con- 
fined classes.

Conditions of Exhibition.
